Th - 
would seem from these narratives ‘that: the 
so-called miracle is impresdive neither to 
Catholics nor to Protestants,—that it is a.

day of the wildest kind, and that the lique- 
faction takes place. chiefly. throngh the 
agency of motion—or, at least, only. takes 
placa after. the vessel (a sort of carriage> 
lamp), which holds it, has-been turned 
about repeatedly. If, however, motion is 
the cause of liquefaction, surely the mb. 
stance, Whatever it-be, should solidity again 
when the vessel in at rost,—whereas the « 
writer of the account in. the Times states. 
that after having been kissed by.all who 
care to kiss it, the yeasal-ia “* placed on the 
grand altar till the evening;”—and we con- 
tlnde that the liquified ‘substance. does. not™ 
again conyeal till it is put out- of sight 
On one of the three days on which the. 
writer in the Times. observed the process, 
the liquefaction took 13: minutes, on ano- 
ther 9, aud on another 6,—the most rapid 
liquefaction taking place on the first day of 
the three (Suiiday).
